New Yorr, June 8.—General Grant’s book, 
do be published in a few months, will contain 
the following reminiscences of Leo’s surren- 
aicr: ; 

I found General Lee had been brought into our 
Jines nud conducted toa house belonging to Mr. 
MeKcar, avd was there with one of his staff offi- 
Gers waiting my arrival. 
Was occupying @ hill, a portion of which was a 
@pple orchard, across a litti valley from the court- 
house. Sheridan's forces were drawn up in line 
of battic on the crest of a bill on the south side of 
the #sime valley. 

THE APPLE TREE STORY. 

Refore stating what took place between General 
Lee aud myself 1 will give ail there is of the narra: 
give of General Lee and the famous appie tree 
Wars produce many stories of fiction, some 
piiwhich are told until they are believed. The 
wa! of the rebellion was fruitful 
tn the same way. The story of the apple 
gree is one of those fictions, with a slight founda- 
Zion of facts. AsI have said, there was an apple 
prcbard on the side of the hill occupied by the 
ronfccerate forces. Running diagonally up the 
hill wes a wegon road, which at one point ran 
very near one of the trees, so that the wheels on 
ihat side had cut off the roots of the tree, which 
made a littieembankment. General Babcock re- 
ported to me that when he first met General Lee 
he wae sitting upon this embankment, with his 
feet in the road and leaning against the tree, It 
svas then that Lee was conducted into the house 
where I frst met him. I had known General Lee 
fin the old army, and had served with him in the 
Mexicen war, but did not suppose, owing to 
ihe cifference in our ages and rank, that 
he would probably remember me, while! would 
yemember him more distinctly, because he was 
rhief engineer on the staff of General Scott in the 
Mexican war. When! had leit camp that morn- 
Ing I hed not expected{thefresultso soon,that then 
Wastaking place, and consequently was io rough 
garb, andI believe without a sword, asl usual- 
Jy wes when on horseback onthe field, wearing 
a solcier blouse for a coat, with theshouider straps 
of my rank to indicate who I was to tht army. 

THE MEETING WITH LEE. 

When I went into{the house [Sfound General Lee. 
We preeted each other, and after shaking hands 
Zook cour seats. Whathis feelings wereldo not 
know. Beipgamanof much dignity and with 
#n impenetrable face, it was impossible to say 
whether he felt inwardly glad that the end had 
finally come, or whether he felt sadly over the 
result and was too manly to show it. Whatever 
his feciings.were they were entirely concealed 
Irom observation, bui my own feelings, which 
had been quite apparent on the reception of his 
Jetter, were sad and depressed. I felt like any- 
thing rather than rejoicing at the downfall of a 
Zoe that had foughtso long and gallantly, and 
DHad’suffered so much for the cause which I be- 
Sieved to be one of the worst for which 
a people ever fought, and for 
which there was not the least 
Pretez 1. 1 donot question, however, the sincarity 
wi the great mass of those who were oppos¢d to 
ws. General Lee was dressed in full uniform, en- 
tirely new, and wearing a sword of considerable 
value, very likely the sword that had been pre- 
Fented by thestate of Virginia. At all events it 
was a entirely different sword from one that 
would ordinarily be worn in the field. In my 
rough traveling suit, which was the untform ofa 
Privete with the straps of a general, 1 must have 
contrasted yery strongly with a man so hand- 
pomely dresscd, six feet high, and of faultless 
form. Eutthis was nota matter that I thought 
mutil afterwards. 

 PPROACHING THE SURRENDER. 

General Lee and Isoon fell into conversation 
BRhout the oldarmy times. He remarked that he 
yemembered me very well, in the oldarmy, and 
Ttold him, as a matter of course,I remembered 
him pecriectiy, but owing to the difference in 
years, there being about sixteen years difference 
in our ages, and our rank, I thought it very likely 
i had uot attracted his attention sufficiently to be 
remembered aftersuch a long period, Our con- 
Versation grew so pleasantthat I almost forgot 
the object ci our meeting.» General Lee, at that 
time, was accompanied by one of his staff officers, 
Coloue! Marshall. I had all of my staff with me, 
@ good portion of whom were in the room during 
the whole of the interview. 

AN INCIDENT OF GENERAL M’COOK, 

In the article, on the battle of Shiloh, 
which | wrote for the Century Magazine, I stated 
that General A. Mc. D. McCook, who commanded 
@ division of bull's army, expressed some unwil- 
dingness to pursue the euemy on Monday, April 
vth, because of the condition of his troops. Gaen- 
eral i dleau, in his history, also makes the same 
Biatemcen Oh my authority. Out of justice to Gen- 
eral McCook and his command, I must Say that 
they leit the point twenty-two miles eastof Sa- 
Fannah, on the morn of the 6th, From the heavy 
mains Of afew days previous, andthe passage of 
whe trains and irtillery, the roads 
were necessarily deep. in mud, which 
Bohade marching slow. The division had not 
Ohly marched through this mud the day before, 
but it had been in the rain all night without rest. 
dat was cngeged inthe batile of the second day, 
and did as good service as its position allowed. 
in fact,anu opportunity occurred for it to perform 
a conspicuous act of gallantry, which elicited the 
highest commendation from the division com: 
maucersin thearmy of the Tennessee, General 
Sherman, in both his memoirs and report, makes 
mention Of the fact. General McCook himself 
belonged to a family which furnished many vol- 
mnteers to the army. I refer to these circumstances 
With minuteness, because I did General McCook 
an injustice in my articlein the Century, though 
motto the extent one would suppose from the 
public press. Iam not willing to do auy onean 
injustice, and if convinced that I have done one, 
Jam always willing to make the fullest admis- 
Bion. 
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AROUND VICKSBURG. 

The Vicksburg newspapers, which we received 
regularly through the courtesy of the rebel pick: 
ets, said prior to the 4th, in speaking of the ““Yan- 
&ce’’ boat that they would take dinner in Vicks- 
burg thet day, that the best receipt for cooking a 
yabbit wae “ketch your rabbit fust.” The paper at 
this time and for some time previous was 


printed on the plain side o 
wall paver. The last number was printed ante 


fourth, and announced that we nad “caught our 
rabbit."’ I baveno doubt that Pemberton com: 
menced his correspondence on the third with a

ai holiday, theanniversary.of the declaration o! 
American independence. Holding ont for better 
terms, #s he Cid, he defeated his aim in the latter 
particular.

July, at the appoint- 
ed hour, the garrison of Vicksburg marched out 
of their works, and formed a 
line 38 6in_——sofront, stacked arms, and 
marched back in good order, Our whole 
army present witnessed this scene without cheer- 
ingand without a single offensive remark that I 
ever heard of.

THE CAMPAIGN GY VICKSEURG. 

The campaign of Vicksturg was suggested and 
developed by circumstances. The elections 0! 
1°62 had gone against the prosecution of the war. 
Voluntery enlistments had nearly closed, and the 
draft had been resorted to. This was resisted, and 
defeat or w backward movement 
would bave made its execution 
imporsible. A forward movement to a decisive 
victory was necessary. Accordingly I resolved to 
get below Vicksburg, unite with Banks against 
Port Hudson, make New Orleans the base, and 
with that base and Grand Gulf as the starting 
poiut,move our combined forces agaiust Vicks bury. 
Upon reaching Grand Gulf, after running its 
batteries and fighting a battle, I received @ letter 
from Banks, informing me that he could not be 
at Port Hudson under ten day’, and then with 
only 15,000 men. Time was worth more than rein- 
forcements. 1] therefore determined to push into 
the interior of the enemy’s country. With a large 
river bebind us,held above and below by the ene- 
my, repid movements were essential to success, 
Jackson was captured the day after the new com- 
mander bad arriyed, and when the large rein- 
forcements were daiiyexpected.jJA rapid movement 
west was made,and the garrison of Vicksourg was 
met in five battles and badly defeated. The city 
was then successfully besieged. 

GRANT AND LINCOLN. 

No reminiscence of war history will be read 
with greater interest than General Grant’s ac- 
count of his first meeting with Lincoin, and 


Lincoln’s charge to him. 

Although bailing from Lilinois myself, the state 
of the president, I had never met Lincoln 
until called to the capitol to receive my 
lieutenant general. 
I knew him, however, very well, and favorably 
from accounts given by the officers under me at 
the west, who had known him all their lives. Lhad 
aisoread the remarkabie course of debates between 
Lincolu and Douglasa few years before, when 
they were rival candidates for the United States 
senate. Iwasthen a residentof Missouri, and 
by no means a ‘‘Lincoln man’’ ia the contest, but 
I recognized his great ability. In my first inter- 
view with Lincoln alone, he stated to me that he 
Lad never professed to be military, or to know 
how campaigns should be conducted, and never 
wanted tointerfere with them, but that procras- 
tination on the pert of the commanders, and the 
pressure of the people at the north,and of congress 
which like the poor, ‘‘he had always with him,” 
bad forced him into issuing his wellknown series 
of ‘‘executive orders.’’ He did not know but they 
were all wrong, and did know that some of them 
were. Aji he wanted or had ever wanted, he said, 
was that some one would take the responsibility 
and act and call on him for all the assistance 
needed. 

THE FIRST BATTLE OF THE CIVIL WAR, 

As soon as the enemy saw us they decamped as 
fast as their horses would carry them. I kept my 
menin rank,‘and forbade their entering any 
of the deserted houses or taking anything from 
them. We baited at night onthe road, and pro- 
ceeded next morning at an early hour, Harris 
had been encamped ina creek bottom for the sake 
of being near the water. The hills on either side 
of the creek extended toa considerable heigth, 
possibly more than one hundred feet. As weap- 
proached the brow oj the hillfrom which it was 
expected we could see Harris’s camp, and possibly 
find his men ready formed to meet us, my heart 
kept getting higher and higher until it telt to me 
as thoughit wasin mythroat. I would have 
given anything then to have been back in Illinois 
but I bad not the moral courage to hait and con- 
sider what to do. I kept right on. When we 
reached the point from which ‘the valley 
below was in full view, I halted, 
Tae place where Harris had been 
encamped aiew days before was still there, aud 
the marks ofa recent encampment were plainly 
visible, but the troops were gone. My heart re 
sumed its place, It occurred tome at once that 
Harris had been asmuch afraidof me as I had 
been Ofhim. This was a view of the question 
I bad neyer taken before, but it was one i never 
forgotafterward. From that event to the close o 
the war I never experienced trepidation upon 
confronting an enemy. 


CHURCHMEN AT A RACE. 


They Witness the Sportin Orderto be Able 
to Testify. 

Cuicago, June 8.—At the Westside driving 
park yesterday some advertised horse racing 
occurred. Several members of the Thir 
Presbyterian church attended the races in 
order to observe the nature of the sports so 
that they might give testimony in proposed 
litigation, with a view to restraining the Sun- 
dey races. The other westside churches sent 
fimilar committees. After his sermon 
last evening Rev. Dr. Kittdridge 
ofthe Third Presbyterian church, requested 
the members of the commuttee to meet him in 
the church parlors, and report the result of 
their investigation. The committee was in 
session about twenty minutes, during which 
time about ten written statements were pre- 
eented. It isintended to use the statements 
as aifidavita in suit foran injunction. When 
asked what the results of the conference were, 
Dr. Kittridge said: “The committees were 
sent to the Chicago driving park, Washington 
boulevard and Douglas park, and the reports 
are allthat we expected or hoped for. We 
cannot make them public now, as it would be 
poor policy to publish the testimony we ex- 
pect to produce in court in a day or two.” 

‘“‘Will the matter be pushed?” 

‘‘We have Mr, Swett and Mr. Gondy en- 
geged, and in a day or two we hope to bring 
the matter up in court, and can then publish 
what we have learned.” 
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A RESTLESS NIGHT. 


The Weather Untavorably Affecting General

he left this morning he said the general had 
suffered through the night and was suffering 
this morning with rheumatic pains, which 
resulted from the weather conditions attending 
the storm. The puins prevailed throughout 
the body, and as well in the throat, where the 
added soreness was felt. Despite all this, the 
general had rested tairly through the, night. 
Dr. Douglas is anxious for the time when his 
patient shall be removed from the city.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


THE FLUID AROUND THE CAP- 
STONE OF THE MONUMENT 


New Appointments by the President—The Banks As- 
sisting in the Circulation of Small Sil: r 
Incidents of the Departmente- ... d, 
Gossip Around the Capital, Ete. 


Wasntxctrox, June 8.—During the severe 
thunder storm last Friday, Washington mon- 
ument was struck by lightning, resulting in 
trifling damage to the capstone. To day a 
committee consisting of Professor Rowland, of 
Johns Hopkins’ university; Professor New- 
comb, Professor Mendenhall, of the signal ser- 
vice, aud Colonel Casey exemined the roof of 
the monument for the purpose of determining 
whether it is necessary to make any changes 
in the manner of protecting the monument 
from lightning. The examination resulted in 
the conclusion that the apparatus for carrying 
off electricity inside the monumont was all 
that cculd be desired. In fact, it was almost 
too good, the trouble being an insuflicient con- 
nection with the outside. . The committee will 
makea reportin writing as tothe necessary 
work to be done. 

The national and stale banks are showing a 
disposition to assist the ireasury' in getting 
ibe minor silver coins into circulation, and 
offers’ are received daily from the banks to 
take a specified sum weekly in this currency. 

BALUTES FOR LOGAN. 

The Washington Veteran artillery compavy 
fired two salutes to-day in honor ofthe re-elec- 
tion of General Loggn, the on pe being paid 
from the ten cent powder fund raised by the 
Cincinnati Commercial. Gazette. The district 
conimissioners having limited the number of 
guns to be fired to 12., permission was obtain- 
ed from Governor Cameron, of Virginia, and 
the local authorities of Alexandria, to fire 103 
rounds on the Virginia side of the Potomac. 
Afterwards 21 guns were fired in the grounds 
south of the-white house. No gun could be 
precured in Washington, and one was loaned 
ior the purpose by the army battery of Phila- 
delphia, of the Pennsylvania National Guard. 

APPOISTMENTS BY THE PRESIDENT. 

The president to-day made the following 
appointments: To be Unitod States marshal, 
Edward M. Boykin for the district of South 
Carolina. To be United States attorney, John 
Catlett Gibson, tor the eastern district of Vir- 
£ibia. 

Wiiliam H. Yarborough, to be collector in- 
ternal revenue 4th district of North Carolina; 
Robert Taylor, to be pension agent at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., vice N. R. Gibson suspended. 

W. H. Yarborough, who was to-day 
nominated to be collector of 
internal revenue forthe fourth North Carolina 
district, is amerchant of Lewisburg, N. C.,aud 
shout forty-five years of age. He served 
through the wan in the confederate army, 
entering as a private end retiring with the 
rank of colonel. He is a native of North Car- 
clipa, and belongs to one of the most promi- 
nent femilies in that state. He has never had 
any public oflice. His appointment was se- 
cured by Senator Ransom. 

Jobn Cattlett Gibson, new district attorney 
for the eastern district of Virginia, is a brother 
of Representative Eustice Gibson, of West 
Virginia. He wasinthe confederate army, 
snd subsequently served several terms in the 
Virginia state legislature. He is a resident of 
Cul pepper, 

Edward M. Boyken, appointed marahal for 
the district of South Carolina, is a graduate of 
the University of Virginia, and at one time 
resided at Baltimore. For many years, how- 
ever, he has lived on his farm near Camden, 
S. C., and has served in the legislature of that 
state. 

The secretary of the treasury has been in- 
formed that Aufdemorte, the defaulting officer 
of the sub treasury of New Orleans, has fled to 
Mexico, where he is interested in some 
mines. 

INDIAN POSTMASTERS. 

Since the publication of the opinion of 
Attorney General Garland to the eifect that 
Indiens could not legally discharge the duties 
of postmasters, quite a number of letter have 
been received at the postoffice department 
from Indian postmasters, witten in excellent 
style, and showing that the writers were 
men of good business abilities, tendering their 
resignations. Another phase of the question 
hes been presented by the communications to 
the department in behalfof which men who 
married Indian wives and were adopted into 
the different tribes of the Indian territory. 
They state that they have become members 
of those tribes, and assisted in councils, and 
wieh to know if they are effected by the attor- 
The legal aspect of 
their case is row under examination by the 
department. 

The public printer reporis that part first, 
yolume twelve, of the “Rebellion Reoord”’ 
will be ready for delivery by the first of July. 

THE MISSISSIPPI DEBT. 

Comptroller Durham has just rendered an 
important decision as to whether the debt due 
to the state of Mississippi by the government 
shall be paid or stahlakes a credit against the 
direct taxes certified as due from said state by 
the former comptroller. Comptroller Taylor 
certified that the direct taxes apportioned by 
the act of 1861 were due from the state. The 
greater portion of these remain unpaid, and 
the state stands charged with them on the book 
of the department. Under this certificate, 
there is now due tothe state on account of 
commissions on net, proceeds of the sales of 
public lands therein, an amount less than the 
balance of the taxes unpaid and charged as 
stated. Section 1766 o0f the revised statutes 
requires the accounting officers to withhold 
payment from any person who is in arrears to 
the government, and to make a set off. Two 
questions arsse: Ist, is the state in its.corpo- 
rate capacity indebted to the United States or 
account of direct taxes? If not, how far is 
the present controller bound by the certificate 
of Controller Taylor in applying the provis- 
ions of section 1766 of the revised statutes. 
Controller Durham holds that under the con- 
stitution direct taxes were assessed against the 
citizens of the state, and not againsnt the 
state, and hence were notan indebtedness of 
the state in its corperate capacity; that the 
certificate of the former controller is 
under section 191 revised statutes 
and the supreme court decisions 
binding upon his successor, and.sybject to re- 
vision only by congress or the courts. He de- 
cides, therefore, to withhold final action upon 
the matter until the attention of congress can 
be called to the same, which will be done in 
his next annual report to the secretary of the 
treasury. The principle involved in this case 
affects a good many states anda very con- 
siderable amount. 


Ward in Court. 

New York, June 8.—Two more indictments 
were found by the grand jury to-day against 
Ferdinand Ward and James D. Fish, charging 
them with grand woe in the first degree. 
Ward wes arraigned in the court of oyer and 
terminer to-day, He pleaded not guilty to 
the indictment, with leave to withdraw his 
ples and demur. 


The Revised Edition in Need of Kevision, 
New York, June 8.—The Baptist pastors, at 
their meeting to-day, ieaneel the Old Testa- 
ment revision. They objected to some of the 
changes. Professor Meirowitz, Hebrew 
scholar, said he found man ges incor- 
rectly translated, and he 4 ieved that the 
revised version was still in need of revision.

New Origans, June 8.—The monthiy re- 

port of the National cotton exchange con- 

tning the cotton crop says: The season pre- 


seuts scme striking contrasts with the one 
earner - and while attended with several 
drawbacks for the cotton planter, it may be 
characterized, taking the whole cotton belt, 

things considered, as the best 
years. The very cool 
and dry . spring retarded the 
planting from one to two weeks, but the crop 
was well pitched. The lands were properly 
worked snd an exceptional stand has been 
secured. The insects have ravaged the crop, 
and the woung plants have died from cold over 
limited areas, and the plant over the entire 
belt up to the middle ot May was of smal! 
growth, sutit has had the advantage of care- 
ful attention and cultivation, which has been 
bestowed on it by reason of the favorable 
working conditions and an abundance of labor 

In Mey warmer weather and showers 
brought up the condition rapidly. In some 
sections rains were needed to germinate the 
seed and to bring good stands. In other 
places rain was necessary to give vigor to the 
young plants, while there are complaints 
mainly trom the northern section of the belt. 
another from the upper counties of some 
states of excessive rains: A careful analysis 
of the sitmation justifies the assertion that the 
damege from this cause, while teared in some 
localities, had not really been yét inflicted. 
Theearly June weather, therefore, in these 
eections may be watched with interest. Ta- 
ken altogether, the May weather conditions 
can be regarded as yery favorable, and they 
have bréught the crop toa far higher status 
than existed last year at a corresponding date. 
In oomagering with [884 the general features, 
as will be noticed in our review of the states, 
and by @n examination of the temperature 
and rainfall tables, there is a better avearage 
for this season over the whole belt. 

The contrast briefly, east of the Mississippi 
river thé condition is tully as good or better 
than iast year. West of it the situation is de- 
cidedly more favorabie, whilein the Missis- 
sippi bottoms there is « marked advantage in 
every respect, We present these conirasts 
merely for the benefitof those interested in 
the staple, that each may draw conclusion, as 
it is not the intention to give in the figures of 
percentage and estimate of the varying pros- 
pects of the crop at so very early a stage of its 
growth. The acreage has been largely in- 
creased, and is reported as follows: Virginia 
100, South Carolina 102, Florida 101, Tennes- 
eee 102, Arkansas*104, Texas 109, North Caro- 
lina 102, Georgia 101, Alabama 104, Missisippi 
102, Louisiana 110, Missouri, etc., 100; belt 
average 104; increase in area, 655,000. , 
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CHICAGO BLECTION FRAUDS. 


The Eighteenth Ward Bollot Box Stuff- 
ing. 

Cuicaco, June 8.—Renewed interest in the 
election frauds case was developed to-day by 
the confession of Charles G. Gilmore, who was 
arrested for perjury on the trial of Mackin 
and Gallagher in the United States district 
court. Gilmore’s perjury consisted in an at- 
tempt to ehow that the tickets found in the 
eighteenth ward ballot box had been printed 
prior to the election, while the tacts were elear 
that they were printed after the election, and 
substituted for the ballots regularly 
cast. Gilmore now makes  afiidavit 
that the scheme of perjury was prepared by 
Mackin. He also confessed to-day that he, 
Gilmotg, participated in the substitution’ of 
the baliots, and declares that the entire affair 
was arranged by Mackin, Gallagher and a 
New York “‘fire worker,” whom he has de- 
ecribed to the authorities. Gilmore carried 
bogus tickets to the county clerk’s office early 
on Monday, November 24, and there gave the 
envelope to Thomas Dwyer, cashier of the 
county clerk’s oflice, a person who has never 
hitherto been mentioned in connection with 
the crime.

BEER DID IT. 


1HE GLADSTONE MINISTRY OVER- 
TURNED, 


The Attempt to Increasethe Duties On Spirits and 
Beer Caiis up a Violent Debate, which Ends by 
a Clean Defeat of the Government—Gen- 
eral News trom Across tie Seas. 


Loxpoy, June 8.—The government was de- 
feated in the house of commons this evening 
on the second reading of the budget, which 
was rejected by a vote of 263 to 252. Tre- 
mendous excitement was caused by the an- 
nouncement of the result of the division, and 
Mr. Gladstone immediately adjourned the 
house. It is confidently rumored that Glad- 
stone will visit the queen to-morrow and 


tender his resignation. 
HOW THE QUESTION AROSE. 

Mr. Childers, chancelor of the exchequer, 
announced that the government had decided 
to not refund to the tax payers the amount of 
increased duty on spirits paid over and above 
the extra shilling per gallon finally decided 
on, because the consumers had been charged a 
higher rate after the announcement of the 
original increase. The government would, 
however, Mr. Childers added, cause an inqui- 
ry to be made to ascertain if there existed 
sufticient reason to modify this decision. 

Mr. Childers had no sooner done explaining 
the government’s reason for not at present 
refunding than Sir Michael Hicks Beach, con- 
servative member for East Gloucestershire, 
rose «6 quickly and _é asked why - it 
was that 2) liberal government 
which ought to be economical 
had to resort to extreme forms. of taxation in 
order to meet an extraordinary expenditure 
of £100,000,000. This question was greeted 
with cheers trom the tory benches. Bir 
Michael went on and denounced the increased 
duty on spirits. He said the receipts from 
spirits were already decreasing. He thought 
that a small increase in the duty on tea would 
have been wiserand much more profitable. The 
government, he continued, should have raised 
the duty on wine, because wine was no more 
a necessity of lifethan beer or spirits. Sir 
Micheel concluded by moving that the en 
posed increase in the duty on spirits and beer 
was inequitable in absence of a corresponding 
addition to the duties on wine. 

John N. Cress, under secretary for India, 
spoke for the government in answer .to 
& number of questions concern- 
ing the attacks reported to 
have been made on the government 
by Sir Peter Lumsden. Mr. Cross asstred 
the house that Sir Peter, since his arrival in 
London, had disavowed any intention to at- 
tack the government, and did not consider 
himself ansWerable forthe incorrectly reported 
utterances attributed to him by journalists 
inclined to misrepresent him. 

Mr. Childers moved the second reading of 
the budget, and in his supporting speech 
explained that of the total increase in beer 
and spirits duties England pays seven-ninths, 
Scotland one-ninth and Ireland onerninth. 

Sir Charles Dilke supported the budget. He 
said that tea was already taxed enough. A 
further tax on wines would not be very pro- 
ductive, and would injure the colonial trade. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 

Sir Stafford Northcut and others having 
spoken, Mr. Gladstone arose to reply. He 
thought that the opposition were creating a 
precedent which they would regret when they 
came into power again. The previous reduc- 
tion of wine duties had a beneficiai 
etiect in preventing adulteration 
and increasing trade many 
millions annually. It would be most impolitic 
to increase the wine duty unless under the 
most extreme pressure. ‘I'he government were 
ccmpelled to raise money in view of the im- 
pending danger to the empire, a danger which 
even now, he was unable to say had passed 
away. The opposition cavilled at the mode 
of raising the money without suggesting an 
aiterative. Tea would require a0 
adcitional tax of three pence per 
pound to produce the same amount, thus rais- 
mg the duty seventy-five per cent on an inno- 
cent beverage. The government had to chose 
between alcoholic liquors and tea and sugar. 
They would accept the issue of the vote as one 
of life or death, and did notenvy those who, 
if they gain a victory, would have to bear the 
consequences. 

THE RESULT ANNOUNCED. 

Mr. Gladstone’s remarks were received with 
The division was then ta- 
ken as already stated. When the result was 
announced Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. 
Parnell jumped upon their seats and enthusi- 
astically waved their hats, and 
the cheering was renewed. Thirty Parnellites 
voted with the majority. The minority in- 
cluded Sir Michael Bass, the great brewer and 
several [rish liberals. Although strong whips 
had been issued, many of the great supporters 
were absent. | 

THE SCENE OVER THE VOTE. 

Lonpon, June 9.—The following is. another 
account of the scenes in the house of commons 
after the division: 

When the result of the division was an- 
nounced, Mr. Gladstone, who had been lean- 
ing forward in his seat in a cynically 
emiling way, started, turned pale 
and clutched his hands nervously 
together. The house immediately became a 
babel of confusion, the members yelling, 
stamping and waving hats, neckties and 
bandkerchiefs, a tumultuous cheer from the 
galleries, and Speaker Peel vainly yelled for 
order. ‘The Parnellites pointed at Gladstone 
and yelled: 

‘‘That isthe price of coercion!” 

‘Down with buckshot Forster!” 

‘Remember Myles Joyce!” 

Mr. Gladstone arose to move an adjourn- 
ment, but stood in his place fully a minute 
before he could be heard,

For several 
gears this enterprise was appareutly alone in its 
work. The first lodge outside of the city was or- 
ganized in 1869in Certerevidle. Then Columbus 
moved inthe matter, and finally, in 1570, when 
the grand lodge wes organized in Atlanta, Colum- 
bus furnished the first grand worthy chief tempiar 
in the person of Dr. E. J. Kirksey. He was fol- 
Jowed by Rev. W. P. Harrison, elected ata graud 
lodge meeting in Americus. Here it was decided 
#o ettablish the first paper devoted to temperance, 
with Colonel C. W. Hancock as editor 
gpd proprietor. During all that time, 
mp ito° the present, Mr. J. G, Thrower 
wes tie power behind the throne, furnishing 
znoner to keep the movement siloat when others 
avere inclined to lose heart.

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 

No doubt the president acted wisely in 
refusing all recognition of the exposition 
heyond the limit named by congress. He 
looked for some warrant of law and found 
none, end as the question is one largely of 
ihe appropriation of money, he declined to 
accept a responsibility that pertains to the 
legislative branch of the government. The 
abserice of the government exhibit at the 
reopening of the exposition in November 
will be regretted, but the omission may be 
supplied a monih later when congress is in 
£eesion. 

But whether the government exhibit is re- 
turned or not,the citizens of New Orleans and 
the interested railroad companies haye sub- 
scribed about $300,000, and have practical- 
ly determined that the exposition shall be re- 
opened. The state commissioners are going 
home to urge their respective states to not 
only continue their exhibitions, but to en- 
Jarge and perfect them to an extent never 
before attempted. This will certainly give 
us, next winter, the best display of national 
resources ever made. The individual exhib- 
itors, too, are very largely in favor of re- 
opening the show; and al! gaps will be filled, 
and systematic efforts instituted to make the 
exhibition strong where it has been weak. 

The strongest effort of the new managers 
will, however, be directed towards securing 
fine exhibits from the Central and South 
American states. The splendid display of 
Mexico, and the benefits that have accrued 
to our sister republic from it, will be used to 
induce Brazil and every other state south of 
us to get its best ready before the opening in 
November. The managers say that they have 
every assurance that the Latin states of the 
western world will be represented as they 
have never been represented before. 

The enthusiasm of the new board of man- 
agers is very great, andin the light of the 
past season’s experience, they are going to 
work in a systematic and business-like man- 
ner. They not only know what they want, 
but they now know how to get what they 
want. New Orleans has set her teeth to 
make the exposition of 1885-86 very success- 
fu!, and her best citizens will work unceas- 
ingly to make the necessary arrangements. 
We believe the start made is good assurances 
of a finer and more instructive show than 

he one just closed. 

The reopening of the exposition gives 
na» on opportunity to re-establish her 


reput n. Our products and hidden re- 
sources should have creditable representa- 
tion. The Georgia commissioner did all he 
could on the money he reeeived, but the 
state cannot allord ta present a meager ex- 
hibit next winter, woen every other state 
loads its space down with articles. The vin- 
dication of Georgia really demands a re- 
opening of the exposition. 


PRIVATE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 

The law makes it the duty of the state 
school commissioner to report private ele- 
mentary schools. Most of our elementary 
public schools in the country are kept up for 
lenger or shorter periods as private schools, 
either before the beginning or after the close 
of the public school term. These the state 
commissioner has endeavored to report. The 
table for 1883 reports 889 schools of this kind, 
the enrollment being as follows: White, 
colored, 8,156; total, 30809. The 
corresponding exhibit in the table for 1584, 
which reports 918 schools, is as follows: 
White enrollment, 25,206; colered, 8,552; 
total, 33,758. Itisa singular fact that both 
tables contain reports from 68 counties, that 
being only one-half the number of counties 
in tbe state, and that each table contains re- 
ports from twelve counties not reported in 
the other. 

The commissioner complains of the mgea- 
greness of these reports and ascribes it to the 
lack of legal power to compe! private teach- 
ers to furnish school statistics. The fact that 
large numbers of private schools are never 
reported is abundantly proved by a tabie 
given in the body of the report. The origin 
of this table is as follows: It had been 
charged that our public schools had largely 
broken up private schools without sabsti- 
tuiing adequate educational agencies. To 
test the correctness of this statement the state 
commissioner in November, 1883, cailed on 
the county commissioners to report to him, 
from their personal knowledge, the aumber 
of schools kept upin their respective coun- 
ties from six to ten months of the year. The 
table shows that schools were thus kept up 
in 118 counties. The number of schools thus 
kept up was as follows: White, 1,225; col- 
ored, 263; total, 1,488, This is an average of 
more than ten white schools and two colored 
schools to the county in each of these 118 
counties. 

This table makes a remarkably creditable 
exhibit for the negroes, By the last return 
of property it is shown that they own only 
about oue fortieth part of the taxable proper- 
ty of the state. If they had paid for keeping 
up private schools only in proportion to 
their property, they would heve thus kept 
up only one fortieth of the 1,488 schools so 
kept up, or 37 schools, whereas they actually 
keep up in that way more than seven times 


this number. 

The commissioner recommends, asa rem- 
edy for the meagreness of private school re- 
ports, that no public school teacher shall 
receive the compensation due him unless he 
has reported both the private and public 
term of his school.

Governor Bullock Replies to the Card of 
Colone]) Hammond; 
Eprrors Constirution: Your issue of the 5th 
instant contained the following editorial para- 
graph:

say on that subject. The facts in the case will be 
presented in a day or two by a gentleman familiar 
with every detail of the matter. 

In your issue of Sunday, the 7th instant, you 
publish a communication from the Hon.N. J. 
Hammond which I presume to be the presentation 
of facts to which you referred. I cannot hope to 
be able to present anything that would ‘give 
point to what you might be disposed to say.”’ 
And I certainly do not wish to be considered your 
“opponent’’ in any sense. For the great work Taz 
CONSTITUTION has done, and forits brilliant edi- 
torial and business staff, I have only admiration 
and respect. For its ‘‘facts’’ as presented by Colo- 
nel Hammond I shall ask space for consideration. 

That a gentleman whose record as reporter of 
the supreme court and attorney general of the 
state bas not been excelled, and who is now serv 
ing his third term in congress,shguld fall into er- 
ror in stating what he supposed to be “‘facts’’in this 
bond matteris an additional evidence that the 
whole subject should be considered and determin- 
ed judicially, forl am sure my genial neighbor, 
Colonel Hammond, who has made this remark- 
ableand creditable record in public life would 
notintentionally do me or this subject aa injus- 
tice. 

I will not say of his paper ‘‘falsus in uno falsus 
in omnibus,’’ but itso happens that the official 
record does not harmoniz? with the statement 
quoted by the attorney-general. My immediate 
successor in the executive oflice concludes an elab- 
orate review of the financia! affairs of the state in 
a message to the legislature as follows: 

The foregoing statement covers every descrip. 
tion and character of bonds that have been issued 
during the sdministration of my predecessor, and 
from it your honorable body will see that the only 
kind of bonds issued by him that are now out- 
star ding,and that are a claim against the state,are 
the $3,000,000 of gold bonds issued under authority 
of the act of September 15, 1870, and the $1,800,000 
of gold bonds issued to the Brunswick and Albany 
railroad company in accordance with the act of 
October 17, 1870, The actual liability of the state, 
therefore, incurred during his administration, is 
represented by the sum of $4,800,000. It should 
not be forgotten thata large portiongof tais sum 
has been devoted to the redemption of bonds fall- 
ing due in 1870 and 1871, and in years previous 
thereto, and to the payment of interest on them 
and on others still to fali due, 

The débt of the state is not therefore actually 
increased by that amount. 

The contingent liability of the state,incurred by 
the general assembly during the time that my 

redecessor was in office, is represented by the 

ndorsement of the state upen bonds of railroad 
com panies. 

The railroads upon whose bonds the indorse- 
ment of the state had been placed during the ad- 
ministration of Governor Bullock, and theamount 
of such indorsement as they appear from the 
records of this department, and from the books in 
the oilice of the secretary of state and treasurer, 
are as follows: °

At the last session of the legislature the charter 
Of the Cartersville and Van Wert road was so 
amended as to change the nameof that road to the 
Cherokee railroad, and the indorsementof the 
state wes placed upon the bonds of the road under 
its new name. 

The bonds of the Georgia Air-Line road, upon 
which the indorsement of the state was placed, 
have been cancelled by the officers of that road, 
and returned to this department, and are now in 
the treasurer’s office. This indorsement amounts 
to $240,000, and should be deducted from the total 
amount above stated. The sunt of $6,683,400 then 
remains, which represents the total amount of con- 
tingent liability of the state, now outstanding, 
incurred during the administration of Governor 
Bullock. 

It has been ascertained from the officers of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad company that $400,- 
00 of the bonds of that company were indaseed by 
Governor Charles J. Jenkins, no record of whico 
indorsement is found on the books of this depart- 
ment. lf we add this sum to that last above stated, 
we have an amount of $7,983,400, which represents 
the whole amount of contingent liability incurred 
by the state since ihe adoption of the policy known 
a ‘‘state aid.’’ The conditions upon which this aid 
is granted are familiar to your honorable body. As 
the state does not indorse the bonds of any road un: 
tiia specified porton of that road has been actu- 
allycompleted, and then only fora sum equal to 
half the cost of construction, and as she has a prior 
lien upon the property of the road,in the event 
the conditions upon which her indorsement is 
given, are notcomplied with, it is not believed 
that she will ever be the loser to any great extent, 
and this contingent liability should not by any 
means be put down as actual indebtedness. 

The abcve statement covers the whole period 
that my predecessor was in office, and isa com- 
plete and accurate summary of his official actioa 
in the matter of which it treats. 


It will be seen from the foregoing that instead 
of the public debt being $13,450.000 at the close of 
my administration, as stated by Colonel Ham- 
mond, it was only $10,627,000, out of which a large 
portion of the old debt had been paid off, and 
¢1,500,0C0 paid to secure the construction of the 
Brunswick and Albany railroad, besides the pay- 
ments for interest on the public debt and for new 
public buildings, enlargements, etc., and the ex- 
peuses of constitutional conventions and legisla- 
tive sessions. ButI submit that the amount ofa 
public debt is not in itself evidence of 
error or of wrong. If the benefits received 
by the public are in excess then it becomes wise 
and good. Thestateof New York spent miliions 
upon millions at atime in her history when she 
was less able to meet it than Georgia was to aid 
her new railraids.in 1870. New York state con- 
structed a canal to connect the great lakes with 
tide water. Her benefits have been ten thousand- 
fold increase over the expense incurred. So would 
ours have been if the system of internal improve- 
ment bad been completed. Colonel Hammond 
com plains that the increase of our debt occurred 
“duling three years of our poverty and desola- 
tion.’”’ Noman will deny that those three years 
marked an era of prosperity in Georgia, such as 
she had not seen before and has not seen since, 
Without the six hundred miles of railroad stimu- 
lated and constructed during those years, the con- 
dition of the state to day would have been that of 
‘poverty and desolation’’ indeed. The increase 
in the value of property, as returned for taxation, 
to which I referred in my former letter, occurred 
within the four years from 1868 to 1872, and is 
not to be charged with the depres- 
sion which followed the reaction that 
culminated in repudiation. But the benefits have 
not been confined alone to the enhancement of 
taxable values. The growth of commerce ‘‘direct- 
ly traceable to the good effects of the new rail- 
roads” has been stupendous. Before the con- 
struction of the Macon and Brunswick and Brua- 
swick and Albany railroads, which opened up the 
great pine timber section of our state, its whole 
breadth was returned as ‘“‘wild land” and its pro- 
duction of lumber and naval stores was limited 
to a small area reached by streams. 

Then theamount of timber, lumberand naval 
stores passing through the ports of Brunswick and 
Savannah was nominal. Now that traffic has be- 
come sO immerse at both ports as to attract 
shipping from all parts of the world, 
and who doubts but tnat the completion of the 
Air-Line road made certain the growth of this 
wonderful city, and of her later roads reaching 
into every market Atianta’s cotton receipts in 
18€8 were less than fifty thousand bales, while last 
year they were over one hundred and fifty thous- 
and bales, while her.increase in all other lines of 
trade and manufacture are still more marvelous. 
If the system of railroads for the state, authorized 
by the legislature of 1870, which the colonel says 
were ‘spawned upon our statute books,’’ had 
been constructed, Georgia would be to-day as far 
ahead of her southern sister states as we are now 
behind New York or Peunsylvaui«. The re 
action which resulted in repudiation 


prevented that splendid +ystem of internal im- 
provement from being in operation to-day. I 
make these reflections that “the old may 
freshea and the young may be informed tuereby.”’

This aid was not refused. Without the state’s 
indorsement the money to complete the opening 
sections of this road cou'd not have been obtained. 
The road gratefully accepted the indorsement and 
pushed on with their work. Its importance soom 


attracted the attention of noneyed 
men at the north who undertook 
to push it to completion. As 


these men could float a bond fora larger sum per 
mile than the state was authorized to indorse for, 
they put on the new and larger mortgage and can- 
celled the old bonds indorsed by the state. 

Colonel Hammond says: 

“The Macon and Augusta bad been partly, and 
would have been wholly, finished without the 
state’s aid,”’ 

It was my fortune to have been president of the 
Macon and Augusta road. I resigned that posi- 
tion when I accepted the office of governor. Tae 
Macon and Augusta road never asked for state 
indorsement, because that corporation had all the 
aid she needed in the indorsement and backing 
given by the Georgia Railroad and Banking com- 
pany. 

Colonel Hammond says that £240,000 bonds of 
the Bainbridge, Cuthbert and Columbus road were 
indorsed by the state, and that twenty miles of 
that road were not completed. Now, the truth is, 
the state’s indorsement was never affixed to those 
bonds. It was withheld under my order, as the 
following from the official record will show: 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, STATE OF GEORGIA, 
NEw YorK, August 23, 1871. Hon. D. G. Cotting, 
Secretary of State: Dear Sir—AsI intend to be 
west for afew weeks, and the contractors of the 
Bainbridge, Cuthbertand Columbus road assura 
me that they will have enough oftheir roai com- 
pleted before my return to enti:iletnem co iadorse- 
meuts I have signed bonds of that company from 1 
to 24¢. These bonds will not be completed until you 
have certified my signature with the state seal, 
This you will please not do until the engineer, 
Colonel Taylor, makes a written report that. the 
number of miles named in the bill have» been 
completed and are in operation. Yours truly, 

RvuFwvs B,. BULLOCK, Governor. 


The twenty miles were not finished. The en- 
gineer did not make the report, and the indorsge- 
ment of the state was not executed. 

AS to the Cherokee and Van- 
Wert railroad. No indorsement was put upon any 
bond until after the receipt of the engineer’s re- 
port certifying to the construction of the road in 
sections as required by law. The indorsement of 
bonds under the new charter was given in persu- 
ance of the following: 


PRESIDENT’S OFFICE CHEROKEE RAILROAD Com: 
PANY, ATLANTA, Ga., July 7, 1871.—To His Excel- 
lency Rufus B. Bullock, Governor of Georgia.— 
Dear &ir: I havé the honor to inform you that the 
Cartersville and Van Wert railroad, by action of 
its stockholders, has duly accepted the charter as 
amended by an act of the general assembly of 
Georgia, approved A. D. 1870, which said act 
changes the name of the company to the Cherokee 
railroad company. The bonds of the Cher- 
okee railroad company have been prepared and 
— executed by the officers of this company, 
ready for indorsement by the state. The bonds 
issued under the title of the Cartersville and Van 
Wert railroad company will be withdrawn and 
cancelled by this company. You will please in- 
dorse the bonds of the Cherokee railroad com- 
pany, which I herewith hand you, at as earlya 
Gay as possible, and oblige 

‘ Yours most respectfully, 
I, KIMBALL, 
President Cherokee Railroad Company, late Car- 
tersville and Van Wert Railroad Company. 


That road was built, bas been and still is of 
great benefit to that section of the state. If there 
be now Claimants on both sets of bonds, is it not 
purely a question of law for judicial decision? 

This recital disposes ofall the “‘facts’’ presented 
for you by Colonel Hammond as a justification 
for sweeping repudiation without a judicial hear- 
ing. But he says nothing as to the bonds of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad which after ex- 
amination by one democratic legislature were de- 
clared good, and by a subsequent legislature de- 
clared bad. Nothing of the bonds issued to and 
indorsed for the Brunswick and Albany road. 
(Both these roads were finished and are still in 
operation. One of them was seized by the state, 
sold, and the proceeds covered into the state’s 


treasury). Nothing of the state’s bonds in the 
bands of H. Clews & Co. for sale and as 
security for advances made by them, 


all of which were repudiated. There must be 
some ‘‘facts’’ in this connection to justify the 
colonel’s opinion, Do ‘the facts make it ridicu- 
lous?’ Whatare they? 

Colonel Hammond says [ seem “‘tointead that 
the refusal to pay the bonds was the result of 
passion and not of law.’’ That, Mr, Editor, is ex- 
actly whetI domean. In these sylvan days jof 
peace, when we are all united to push our mate- 
rial interests; now when my hairis nearly all 
gone and the silver threads in your’s mark the 
steps of time, the fervid language of the legislative 
committees printed in 1872 has a hollow souad, 
No one doubts but that the fever of those days has 
burned out and that the public mind of to-day is 
prepared for cool, dispassionate judgment. 
Colonel Hammond goes beyond the presenta. 
tion of your facts and gives us his opinion thaf 
the equities involyod are not for judicial ascer- 
tainment. Thatitis a political question and hag 
therefore been properly concluded bya political 
body. That the legislature in the exercise of the 
state’s sovereignty has rightly made an end of the 
matter. 

All other states in the union who had 
debts they felt umable to pay haye provided 
through mutual compromises with their creditors 
for extensions and fundings. Only the other day 
we read of the legislature of Tennessee giving au« 
thority to their. ‘funding board’’ to provide for 
the bonds recently decided in the courts 
to be a charge upon that state. Georgiaand Mis- 
sissippi are the only defaulting states who still 
refuse a hearing and an adjustment on their de- 
faulted claims, I believe our course asa state in 
this matter is unjust and unwise, and will result 
in our great injury unless the rights of claimants 
shall have ajudicial hearing. In my former com- 
mupDication I quoted to this effect from two gen- 
tlemen who have adorned the supreme bench oi 
this state—Governor Browu and Governor Jen- 
kins, I now offer the following conclusive sum- 
mary of the matter by asother genticman whose 
record on the supreme court bench of our state is 
not excelled by any—ChiefJustice Lochrane: 


Thej legislature which passed these acts was 
recognized by the nation ard by the courts of the 
country, and this legislature holds its place by 
acts passed under virtue of its authority. To 
question it is to question the validity of the United 
States, and to bring in controversy the whole sys- 
tem of reconstruction, 

We have demonstrated that the state legislature 
passed the law; that the governor executed it; 
that the roads were built; that the indorsement 
was valid; that vested rights have grown up ua- 
der it; that the legislature cannot pass upon the 
constitutionality of the acts of a former legislature 
and annul vested rights; that the state caanot 
take the benefit of the roads and refuse .o pay her 
obigations incurred for the very purpose of 


building them ; that the governor is 
Bo agent, but a co-ordinate brasc2 
of the sovereign power; that bonds 


issued as commeicial paper must be paid; taat 
trusts sok mnly assumed, cannot be betrayed with 
honor; thatthe estimate of the cost ofthe road 
by the legislature ended the question in law, end- 
ed it as to the bonholder, ended it as to the state, 
ended as to every requirement of law and justice, 
ended it once and forever. 

T the holder of any indorsed bond can de» 
mand his rights,and to deny them isto. confess 
dishonor of the obligation, which will recoil upon 
every interest, private and public, and scatter 
like chaff the future hopes of the state. 


Like Colonel Hammond, It oo can say I have no 
“interest in the subject not common to all Geor- 
gians,”’ but while the Great Master gives ma 
strength to speak, Ishall not be silent when the 
assertion ismade that the executive authority 
was “fraudulently” exercised by me, or that the 
evidences of tbat authority are “bogus.” A 
proper regard for the high office I had the honor 
to occupy, for the great state in which all my in« 
terests have been centered and all my manhood 
life has been spent, and for my children wh» ard 
growing up to take their places as citizens of the 
union residentin Georgia—forbid that I remair 
silert when thus assailed.

‘The Rev. Gam Jones Pleads for the Building — $50,000 
to be Collected— Atlanta as a Model— the Work.

“Tl want to say that you have got $10 in Nash- 
ville where there is one dollar in Atlanta, Shall 
we tay that we are not able to put upa $30,000 
building? It’s my business to prove to you that 
you are ableto build it. If I do that, all you want 
is the carpenters. I wasin Atlanta Wednesday, 
and they have now reached the #75,000 necessary 
to erect such a building. All the contributions 
there were yoluntary and no subsorip- 
tion book sent around. I was in THE CONSTITU- 
TION office when an agnostic walked in and gave 
$1,000. Everybody there seems interested. 

The eyes of the south are on Nashville. Let her 
do berself justice in this enterprise. The cure for 
stinginess is a big dose of generosity, but the 
trouble is to make the feller swallow it. You have 
to pull his head up toalimb, and pokeit down 
his throat out ofa big black bottle; bnt the odds 
are that when you turn him loose, he will spit it 
at all out. 

He continued his addresses for some time, work- 
ing the audience to great enthusiasm. 

The scenes that followed have neyer seen 
their parallel in the city. Thejexhortations of the 
evangelist. fell with magical effect upon the ears 
ofthe awakened audience, and generously un- 
loosed the puree strings of both rich and poor. 
Men whose strict economy has often been obsery- 
ed in business circles were quick to answer to the 
evapveelist’s Warm exhortations. Young men 
from every direction of the crowded tent respond- 
ed in handsome style, and ladies cheerfully 
offered) sums ranging from the pin 
money of the wealthy tothe hoarded earnings of 
the needy. For half an hour Mr. Jones walked 
the platform, and at every appeal the prospects 
for an imposing building steadily rose. The 
management of the association had anticipated 
that they could not erect a _ building of 
more cost than $30,000, but the generous donations 
of Colonel Cole and several others were 80 en- 
couraging that it soon developed the fact that a 
much larger sum could be realized, The hun: 
dreds rolled np rapidly, and it was soon apparent 
that 950,000 could be raised with as little 
effort as was anticipated for $30,000. 

Colonel E. W, Cole, the railroad king, advanced 
and said that he had seen many who were going 
to give, but they said the community overestima- 
ted their wealth, and it embarrassed them. “My 
wealth,’’ he continued, ‘‘is estimated at from two 
to ten times whatit is. I will be one to give £1,000 
for a $30,000 building and £2,000 for a $50,000 build 
ing.’’ 

The evangelist and Colonel Cole spoke of the 
great work done by Atlanta in raising contribu- 
tions sufficient to construct a $75,000 association 
building, and urged that Nashville, with a larger 
population and more wealth, should toil to do 
herself honor in so commendable an enterprise. 
The appeal produced a marked effect, and contri- 
butions fiowed free as water. When the total 
reached $25,000 the excitement grew intense. 

There was one subscription of $2,000 by Colonel 
Cole, one of 21,500 by W. Morrow, one of $1,000 
by John Thompson, and eight of $500 each. The 
others varied from this to one dollar, The amount 
raised at the meeting was over $20,000, 

The work of reising money went forward of its 
own weight to-day, as no Committees canvassed, 
but subseriptions amounting’ to $2,700 were 
handed in, making a total of $25,000. The ladies 
have taken an active interest and to-morrowa 
systematic and thorough canvass will be com- 
menced by prominent ladies and gentlemen, 
Enthusiasm is unbounded, and the board of trust 
and the Young Men’s Christian association direc- 
tors meet together to morrow formulate plans, 
It has been decided to erect a $50,000 building, 

The work is progressing, and Nashville will cer- 
tainly raise £50,000 for the Young Meu’s Christian 
association building.

of the league. The meeting had_ been called to 
receive the report of the committee appointed to 
investigate the charges preferréd by Columbus 
against Memphis. The committee consisted 
of Messrs. Sparks of Macon, Sibley of 
Augusta and Walter R. Brown, of Atlanta. The 
first two bad reported in favor of expelling Mem- 
phis, Mr. Brown withholding his report until the 
testimony from Memphis could be received, Mr.

BY ELECTRIC WIRE: 


THE BURNING OF THE VIRGINIA 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Three KRundred Inmates Narrowly Saved From 
Death by Fire—The Origin of the Disaster— 
The Burning of the Town of Suffolk— 
Destructive Fires BEBisewhere. 


Witttamspvre, Va., June 8.—At 12 o’clock 
last night a fire broke out in the right wing of 
the center building of the eastern lunatic asy- 
lum here, and before it could be got under 
control everything was destroyed. The build- 
ings burned comprise the original ones of the 
institution, erected over one hundred years 
ago. There were two hundred female 


patients im the burned building, but 
all of them were’ rescued, except 
one Miss Smith, of Pottsylvania county, who 
was burned to death. Ancther patient, Miss 
Jeffries, atter being brought out of the build- 
ing, wandered away and was found this 
morning drowned ina creek near by. All 
the female patients were taken to illiam 
and Mary college, where they were. tempora.- 
rily cared tor. The other wards contained 
nearly 300 #£male patients. These 
wards wore quickly emptied, and 
the unfortunates were turned loose 
but did not wander off, being generally tract- 
icable. When it was found that the fire was 
getting beyond control, aid was telegraphed 
for from Richmond, and a steamer reached 
here from that city at about three o’clock this 
morning, but the fire had then done its worst. 
The Richmond firemen, however, went to 
work, and did good _ service. None 
of the male wards were burned, they being 
located in the buildings partially disconnected 
{from those destroyed, and strong wind blow- 
ing from them. The total loss is estimated 
at from $120,000 to $140,000. The insurance 
is about $40,000. The fire is believed to have 
resulted from some trouble with the electric 
light wires, as it was first discovered where 
the wires entered the right wing of the bunld- 


ing. 

The burnt buildings were all of brick. The 
flames burned steadily but not very rapidly. 
The excitement among the inmates was very 
great, particularly so among the women, as 
their wards were in the burning buildings. 
Their screams and cries were piteous; a num- 
ber of them were hard to manage, and it was 
with great difficulty that they were kept from 
rushing back intothe burning buildings. Four 
large buildings belonging to the asylum yet 
remain, and Dr. A. Moncure, superintendent, 
states that by crowding, the 
patients can be accommodated 
in them until the additional quarters are pro- 
vided. The records of the institution were 
gotten out safely. Much of the furniture was 
also saved. The total loss will doubtless reach 
$150,000, upon which there is an insurance in 
local companies of only $30,000. Miss Smith, 
who was at firat reported burned to death, was 
found alive to-day near the asylum, so there 
is only one life lost—that of a patient who 
wandered away and was drowned in the creek. 
This is a most remarkable fact, when it is 
considered that there were nearly five hun- 
dred patients to look after, hali of whom were 
in the burned building. 

FIRE IN SUFFOLK. 

PetTerssurG, Va., June 8.—At a late hour 
last night one-hait of the town of Sulfolk, 
on the Norfolk and Western Railroad, was de 
stroyed by fire. The flames were 
not got under control until this morn- 
ing. The loss will be heavy. 

Later estimates place the total loss at $350,- 
000; insurance $280,000. Suffolk is a thriving 
little town of about 5,000 inhabitants, located 
on the Norfolk and °Western road, sixty miles 
from here. It is eneof the most prosperous 
towns in the state. The fire consumed the 
entire business portion of the place, It is sup- 
posed to have originated from a lighted match 
— thrown among a lot of waste paper 
in a smal! frame tenement house. 3 

Norrork, Va., June 8.—The Public Ledger 
has the following items of the fire at Suffolk: 
Fire broke out shortly after eleven o’clock last 
night on the south side of Washington square, 
and spreading rapidly east, west and north, 
swept both sides of Washington square, the 
main business street of the town, leaving only 
three houses standing. It also extended for 
geome distance on both sides of Kilby street, 
and "down the west side of Mainstreet. A 
high wind prevailed during the fire. The 
total loss is estimated at $300,000, about one- 
half covered by insurance.

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COLONEL JOHN’ R, TOWERS TO 
SUCCEED CAPTAIN NELMS. 

Mr. 8, T. Shubrick, of Washington, to be Assistant 
Keeper of the Penitentiary -Who the New Ap- 
poiftees Are—Captain (Nelms Prepering to 
Take Charge of the Marshal's Offices,

Yesterday morning Captian John W. Nelms, 
who hed for nearly nine years been the prin- 
cipal keeper of the Georgia penitentiary, ten- 
dered to Governor McDaniel his resignation 
of that office on account of his recent appoint- 
ment to be United States marshal of Georgia. 
Governor McDaniel accepted Captain Nelms’s 
resignation and appointed es his successor 
Colonel John R. Towers, of Rome. 

Three years ago last October Colonel Towers 
was appointed assistant keeper of the peni- 
tentiary by Governor Colquitt, and has served 
in that capacity ever since. He has been 
distin guised for the faithful and efficient dis- 
charge ofthe various and delicate duties of 
his position, His appointment as suc- 
cessor to Captain Nelms was very 
gererally expected and when it was an- 
noun ced created little surprise. 

Colonel Towers is a native of South Caroli- 
nea. He moved to Georgia in 18438, and resi- 
ded for four years at Curtersville. In 1852 he 
removed to Rome, his present home. When 
the war began he entered the service as cap- 
tain of the Miller Guards, a company named 
in honor ®ot Dr. H. V. Miller. now of this 
city. Early in 1863 Captain Towers was pro- 
moted to ®the colonency .of the gallant 8th 
Georgia regiment whick he surrendered with 
Lee’s army. He was in the service from the 
first Manassas to Appomatox and was a model 
soldier. In 1866 he was elected sheriff of Floyd 
county, and in 1872 was sent to the 
legislature as one of the representatives of that 
county. Atthe time of his appointment as 
essistant keeper of the penitentiary, Colonel 
Towers was merchandising in Rome. The 
new principal keéper is about 58 years old. 
He is a man of fine personal appearance, 
hearty and well preserved,with a commanding 
presence and affable manners. He will con- 
iinue to make Rome his home for the present. 
aici THE ASSISTANT KEEPER. 

Governor McDaniel appointed as assistant 
keeper of the penitentiary Mr. Edward T 
Ehubrick, of Washington, Ga. Mr. Shubrick 
is ope of the best known young lawyers in the 
estate. He is a native of South Caro-

of years Mr. Shubrick has practiced law at 
the Washington bar with decided success. 
He is a partuer of the firm of Sims & Shu- 
brick. During the last session of the legisla- 
ture hé came within a few votes of election as 
solicitor general of the Noriaera circuit. Mr, 
Shubrick is about thirty-five years old and is 
regarded as a man of rare promise. 

Mr. Ilarry Hill’s name had been presented 
for the principal keeper’s place by his friends, 
and went bétore the governor backed by per- 
haps the strongest indorsements so young a 
man ever presented to the governor. They 
were pressing his claims in person when 
_ Mr. Hill learning that the governor was con- 
templating the promotion of Colonel Towers, 
promptly withdrew his name, stating to the 
governor that he appreciated his life-long 
triendship and would not consent to embarrass 
him. The appointment of Colonel Towers was 
made out at once and the matier closed. Mr. 
Hill’s course was manly and modest, and has 
tied his friend all the closer to him. ;

THE PUNISHMENT OF THE SOULS 
OF THE LOST. 


Dr. Munvhall’s Sermon on Hell—He Says itis Best to 
Stick to the Plain Text ofthe Bible, Which 
Tells of Fire and Brimstone Which 
Burn Forever and [Forever. 


The second week of the services at the 
great tabernacle has begun under circum-~- 
stances which indicate that great good has 
been accomplished. The Bible reading yes- 
terday morning at 10 o’clock was largely at- 
tended in spite of the threatened storm. These 
meetings are held every morning at 10 o’clock 
and many attend who cannot avail themselves 
of the privileges of the night services. 

Last night it was sprinkling rain andthe 
sky was heavily overcast when the hour for 
services arrived, Still fifteen hundred 

eople met in fhe tabernacle to spend an hour 
in worship, After some excellent singing 
prayer was offered by Mr. J. C. Courtney. 
After another song and silent prayer Dr. Mun- 
hall said that he would take as his starting 
point the 16th verse of the 3rd chapter of John: 
“God so loved the world that he gave his my 
begotten son that whoso believeth on him shall 
not perish but have everlasting life.” He de- 
sired to call especial attention to the word 
perish. It is said by some people that he 
must be a cruel God who punishes men for- 
ever and forever. The text is a complete an- 
swer to that sort of argument. If you 
gee your child approaching a 
precipice your first im pulse is 
to warn him of his danger. That is what God 
does here. He warns us of the fate that will 
befall us if we continue to sin and shows that 
none need perish. All we have todo to be 
gaved is to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ. 

A great many people say they don’t believe 
in hell because they don’t wart to believe 
in it. There is not a keeper of a barroom or 
a brothel in this town to-night that will ad- 
mit there is a place of eternal punishment. 
Not a man or woman in Atlanta who is steep- 
ed in sin will confess to a belief in hell. They 
try to force themselves to the conclusion that 
there is no such place, and if it could be de- 
monstrated to-night that there is no hell there 
would be a great jubilee in every den 
of sin. On this question we cannot argue 
ethically. We know nothing cf it from the 
stand point of the worid nor can we adduce 
any evidence. Wecannotargue scientifically. 
Science knows nothing of it. Men say mira- 
cles are contrary to science. We have no 
right to say that they are against the 
law of nature. We don’t now all 
God’s laws. I stood the other 
day and talked to a friend through a telephone 
when he was eighty miles away. That would 
have been a miracie twenty years ago. When 
we talk of hell or anything else we must not 
strive to reconcile the Bible with science. If 
there is any twisting to be done let sci- 
ence give way. Let God be _be- 
lieved though every man be a liar. 
Up in Marsachusetts a few years ago Moody 
and Sankey were carrying on aseries of meet- 
ings. A prominent universalist soon after 
Moody preached a powerful ‘sermon on hell, 
said he wished he could break Moody’s neck. 
Why do these people who don’t believe in hell 
get so angry et anybody preaches about it? 
They are like the old man who said he 
knew there was no hell, but he would give 
his yoke of oxen if he was justsureof it. A 
fashionable woman in Indiana, with -her 
daughter, just blooming into womanhood, was 
at astylish resort. The daughter fell sick 
and was very low. She dreaded to die and 
spoke of her fear of hell. Her mother told her 
that hell was only a bugbear which the 

preachers fixed up to scare people. In a few 

ours the girlsank to the verge of death, 
when suddenly raising up in her bed, her 
eyes glaring wildly and pointing her finger 
in front of her, exclaimed, “Oh! mother, 
THERE IS A HELL, 
She fell back dead, and her 
mother’s hair turned white in two 
days, from her awful agony. 
There is some inquiry asto the effect of the 
new revision of the Bible on the belief n hell. 
It makes no difference if they change hell into 
“sheol” in the Old Testament and into 
“hades” in the New Testament. There are 
many clear declarations in both Testaments 
which we must utterly disregard if we believe 
there is no hell. The same world that is 
translated into everlasting when | 
of the punishment of the wicked is translate 
everlasting when applied to the heaven of the 
blessed. So if we abolish hell or make it less 


for I see it!” 


than an everlasting hell, we must abolish 


heaven and God himself. Dr. Munhall here 
read a great coer’ extracts from the Old 
and the New Testament,s all referring 
to the eternal punishment 
of the wicked. We know that there is one man 
in hell, for we are told that Dives, the rich 
man who scorned Lazarus, lifted up his eyes 
in hell. 

What sort of place is it? Is there fire and 
brimstone there? I believe there is, bscause 
the Bible tells me so. This is God’s own word, 
and God tells the truth, though it make all 
men liars. In interpreting the Bible 
it is a good plan to take as literal all language 
that we are not positively certain is used in a 
figurative sense. When it is said we must eat 
the body and drink the blood of Christ, of 
course we know the language is figurative. 
But when we are told that there is 
fire and brimstone in hell we had 
better take it as a fact. How does it 
help us to. construe the language figuratively? 
If it is igurative itisso much the worse, for 
figurative language is used only when plain 
Jan guage is too weak ts convey the meaning. 
If itis not fireand brimstone, it is something 
a great deal worse. 

WHO WILL GO TO HELL? 

The Bible tells us plainly who will 

o, and the text — indicates beyond 
al) dcubt that all who do not believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ will go to hell. Hypocrites 
and liars gothere. The house of the scarlet 
woman is the way to hell, and young man it 
is as much the way to hell for you who go 
there as it is for her who lives there. All 
who have not their names written 
in the Lamb’s book of life 
will go to hell. Is your 
name there? We are all hurrying to eternity 
and before the stroke of midnight your heart 
may cease to beat and your soul stand before 
the bar ofGod. May God save us all fromthe 
awful fate which is reserved for those who 
will not escape the wrath to come. ; 

At the conclusion of his discourse Dr. 
Munhall asked that all who, whether 
Christians or not, wanted to flee from this 
wrath should rise,while all who are indifferent 
to this momentous question should sit still. 
Almost the entire congregation rose. 

Then the doctor eid that all who did not 
feel that they were saved and desired prayer 
for their souls should hold up their right 
bands. Hundreds of hands went up all over 
the house. 

While the choir and congregation sang 
those who had asked for prayer were asked to 
go into the inquiry room, where the pastors 
and other friends would meet them and con- 
verse on the subjects on which they were 
anxious. 

The congregation was dismissed soon after- 
wards, but many persons remained in the in- 
quiry rooms for a considerable length of time.

A Coal Pool That Makesa Very Strange Sort 
ofa Discrimination Against Atlanta, 


Some days ago a pool of Atlanta manufac- 
turers was madeup witha view to buying 
their coal at redacod rates. An agent was se- 
lected and sent on to the mines in Tennessee, 
and on arriving there found the coal men were 
ahead of Atlanta inthe matter of forming 

ools and that a rate had already 

een fixed on coal for Atlanta below 
which the companies refused to go. The Jelico 
and Coal Creek mines, constituting about all 
there is of coal mines in East Tennessee, have 
fixed the price at eighty-five cents per ton for 
steam coal which makes the coal cost $2.25 
per ton delivered in Atlanta. Domestic coal 
costs the dealers, laid down in Atlanta, about 
$3 per ton, 

It isstated on good authority that an offer 
was made to sell to concerns just outside of 
the city at a two dollar rate, thus putting the 
city ata higher rate than the suburban facto- 
ries are required to pay. This was regarded 
as a very strange sort of a discrimination. The 
coal pool of the Atlanta manutacturers found 
it impossible to get a lower rate for the facto- 
ries in the city and the scheme to bunch the 
purchases has been abandoned.
